COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 


"Take  this  letter  please,"  may  be  heard  the  sixth  period  when 
the  class  meets  inC-8.

ENGLISH

As  a  subject  in  the  high  school,  it  has  three  chief  aims;  one, 
to  give  a  well  rounded  conception  of  the  many  studies  constituting 
worthy  home  membership;  second,  to  teach  not  only  the  girls  who  are 
in  school  but  also  the  ones  who  must  leave  school  at  the  end  of  the 
twelfth  grade  to  live  her  daily  life  more  wisely  and  to  find  her  place 
in  the  working  world;  and  third,  to  arouse  more  interest  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  home  economics.

SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


In  September  1936,  we  climbed  in  our  B-17  and  started  our 
flight  in  the  first  grade  with  Miss  Mildred  Carnes  (Mrs.  Lowell  Noe) 
piloting  our  plane. 

Our  co-pilots  during  our  primary  grades  were  Beatrice  Cochran, 
Mary  Hoop,  Margaret  Burns,  Mary  Holloway  and  Delmar  Harrold. 

We  climbed  to  a  higher  altitude  and  finally  landed  in  front  of  the 
Chester  High  School,  and  twenty-three  green  freshmen  bailed  out  and 
went  inside.  Wandering  around  they  finally  found  their  places.  Be- 
fore many  days  the  green  wore  off  and  they  showed  signs  of  becoming 
real  students. 

Those  still  staying  in  the  air  were  Crystal  Bennett,  Donna 
Bennett,  Helen  Carnes,  Joan  Davidson,  Tom  Ford,  Bill  Fuller,  Ronald 
McDonald,  Fred  Highlen,  Betty  Jamison,  Pat  Lincoln,  Don  McDonald, 
Ruby  Miller,  Vera  Mounsey,  Barbara  Reff,  Daniel  Sills,  Jean  Smith, 
Dorothy  Stockton,  Joy  Teagle,  Dorothy  Wheeler,  and  Josephine  Velas- 
quez. 

Since  three  of  the  classmates  did  not  return  in  our  Sophomore 
year  a  Stinson  Voyager  was  large  enough  to  carry  the  rest.  Mr.  Diehm 
was  our  sponsor.     We  received  our  class  rings  during  this  year. 

The  Junior  class  arrived  at  the  Chester  Center  school  in  a  new 
Jet  Propelled  plane.  We  were  sorry  to  find  out  that  some  of  our  class- 
mates were  not  in  the  plane.  The  first  landing  of  the  year  was  the  Junior 
class  play,  "Sunbonnet  Jane  from  Sycamore  Lane,  "under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Foy. 

On  the  morning  of  August  25,  1947  the  sound  of  a  motor  was 
heard  and  everyone  was  greatly  surprised  to  see  a  mammoth  air- 
ship landing  on  the  school  yard.  Twenty  seniors  climbed  out  to  be- 
gin their  last  year  at  C.  C.  H.  S.  We  elected  our  class  sponsor,  Mrs. 
Foy.  During  this  year  Charles  Riggs  left  us,  and  Albert  Foreman 
joined  the  army,  which  left  eighteen  to  finish  the  flight.

Our  class  play,  "Calamity  Kids,"  a  hilarious  rural-life  comedy 
by  Jay  Tobias  was  presented  Wednesday  and  Thursday  nights,  April 
21  and  22.  The  play,  directed  by  Mrs.  Foy,  included  eleven  cast  mem- 
bers, namely,  Crystal  Bennett,  Joe  Sleppy,  Helen  Carnes,  Joan  David- 
son, Ronald  Glessner,  Bill  Fuller,  Jean  Smith,  Joy  Teagle,  Barbara 
Reff,  Vera  Mounsey,  Donald  McDonald. 

Our  money  making  projects  included:  the  selling  of  purple  and 
gold,  jersey  T  shirts;  magazines  through  Curtis  Publishing  Company; 
ice  cream  during  the  noon  hours;  and  Indian  head  car  stickers.  On 
March  5  the  class  prepared  and  served  1200  lunches  for  the  annual 
county  Dairy  institute  held  in  the  Bluff  ton  Community  Building. 

During  the  first  semester,  the  class  enjoyed  a  hay  ride  which 
was  followed  with  a  social  hour  and  light  refreshments  at  the  school 
house.  On  March  12  the  class  enjoyed  a  three  course  hamburger 
steak  dinner  at  the  school  house. 

Members  of  the  senior  journalism  class  published  the  annual, 
"The  War  Whoop,"  and  the  school  paper,  "The  Pow  Wow."  In  order 
to  raise  money  for  the  latter  project,  the  class  sold  personalized 
stationery.  On  January  21  they  sponsored  the  three-one  act  plays, 
"Polishing  Henry,"  "Wildcat  Willie,"  and  a  minstrel,  "Way  Down 
South." 

Senior  day  was  observed  Thursday,  April  22,  with  kid  day  being 
enjoyed  the  following  day. 

The  Baccalaureate  sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Reverend  J. 
Ulman  Miller,  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  of  Bluffton,  on  Sunday 
evening,  April  25.  Dr.  Tennyson  Guyer,  a  lecturer  and  pastorate,  of 
Ohio  City,  Ohio,  delivered  the  Commencement  address  Friday,  April 
30,  in  the  high  school  auditorium  at  8  ojclock.
